hand, they hear, that the Marefchal de Thefle is aétually 
on his way to Rome, toendeavour t> engage the Pope 
in a League agaiuit the Emperor. That the Ifland of 
Sardinia has: turnifhed fo great a Quantity ot Corn as 
has fulficiently fupply’@ both Catalonia and the Conte- 
derate Fleet. That they are inform’d, that hoffilities
